OPENING STATEMENT: 


On Saturday, November 26, 2011, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators Sergeant Slade 
Carrizosa, Sergeant Frederick Reynolds and Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan responded 
tolia Seda Road in regard to a deputy involved nor-hit shooting in the City of La 
Puente. Internal Affairs Bureau investigators and the Office of independent Review 
were given a briefing by Operation Safe Streets Bureau. 


SYNOPSIS: 


At approximately 2332 hours, Deputy Hoyos, A 442), was driving south on La 
Seda Road near Pacato Road, when he saw a male white adult (later identified as the 
suspect) walking south on the east sidewalk. He saw the suspect was carrying a large 
gray bag “ull of unknown items. Because of the area, time of night and the suspect 
carrying a large bag, Deputy Hoyos stopped to contact the suspect believing he might 
be involved in criminal activity. 


As Deputy Hoyos exited his vehicle, he asked the suspect if he was on parole or 
probation. The suspect replied that he was on probation, and appeared to be very 
nervous. Deputy Hoyos asked the suspect to step toward his patrol car. The suspect 
started to walk toward the patrol car, then suddenly turned and ran south on the grass 
parkway toward a mobile home park driveway. As the suspect ran, he threw DVDs, 
CDs, and a cell phone to the sidewalk. Deputy Hoyos re-entered his patrol car and 
followed the suspect to the mobile home park. While he was foilowing the suspect, he 
yelled at him to stop and get on the ground several times. While entering the mobile 
home park Deputy Hoyos saw the address numbers posted on the wall, indicating the 
address to be l 
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Upon seeing the numbers, Deputy Hoyos knew his exact location. After a short 
distance, approximately seventy-five yards, after entering the mobile home park, the 
suspect stopped running and turned to face Deputy Hoyos. He ordered the suspect to 
get on the ground. The suspect went down to his knees, with his right hand on the 
ground ard his left hand by his waistband. 


Deputy Hoyos requested assistance via his radio, while holding the suspect at gunpoint. 
While he was awaiting assisting units, despite several orders for the suspect the stay on 
the ground, the suspect stood up. Deputy Hoyos ordered him back down to the ground 
several times. The suspect refused and ran east toward a mobile home carport. While 
the suspect was running, he kept his left hand by his waistband. The suspect entered 
the carport and ran south toward the rear of the mobile home. Deputy Hoyos moved 
forward to see where the suspect was running, so he could coordinate assisting 
deputies to contain the area. He moved half way down the carport, taking cover behind 
a vehicle parked in the driveway. 


The suspect stopped at the end of the driveway and turned to his left, while holding a 
small black handgun near his stomach area. The suspect pointed the gun at Deputy 
Hoyos. Fearing for his safety, he fired one round at the suspect, missing him. The 
suspect turned and ran east, behind the mobile home and out of sight. Deputy Hoyos 
backed away from the driveway area and broadcast that he was involved in a shooting 
and the suspect’s last seen direction. He returned to his patrol car moving his vehicle to 
a position of advantage and waited for his assisting units. 


A containment was established pending the arrival of a Special Enforcement Bureau 
canine unit. The suspect was located by a canine handler and his dog within the mobile 
home park. The suspect did not respond to announcements to surrender and was 
located by the canine and subsequently bitten. A replica firearm was found on the likely 
path taken by the suspect, two trailers (space |B away from where the suspect was 
located (space. The replica firearm matched the description of the gun seen by 
Deputy Hoyos. The residents at the location where the replica firearm was found said it 
did not belong to them and they had not seen it before.

INJURIES: 


The suspect was not injured from the shooting. The suspect was later located inside 
the containment area and bitten by Deputy Amann’s canine, “Rocky.” The suspect 
sustained several canine rakes and punctures to his left arm, right arm, and right hand. 
The suspect was transported to Queen of the Valley Hospital where he was treated for 
his injuries.

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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


One 9mm shell casing was found in the car-port area of space I which was recovered 
by Sheriffs crime lab. The one round fired by Deputy Hoyos struck a metal storage 
shed located at the south end of the car-port of space The bullet struck the shed 
just to the left of the door. Sheriff's crime lab located a plastic trash bag, containing 
clothing, inside the shed with no sign of exit from the bag. Sheriffs crime lab searched 
the bag and the shed and was unable to locate to expended bullet. A black plastic 
replica firearm was recovered from atop a shed located to the rear of space M 
Several other miscellaneous DVD’s and other personal property were found along the 
suspect's route of travel.

INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS: 


Upon the investigators arrival they learned there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators leamed of the series of events 
which culminated in a deputy-involved, non-hit-shooting involving Deputy Daniel Hoyos. 
Deputy Hoyos was a uniformed patrol deputy. 


JAB Note: IAB Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan checked to see that the 
Watch Commander, Lieutenant Mark Stevens took reasonable steps 
to ensure the involved deputy did not discuss the incident with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Stephen Vaughan checked 
to see if the watch commander attempted to have the involved 
deputy gather in the company of a supervisor until they have 
provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Operation Safe Streets Bureau) 

Hac Skahill. They entered the crime scene with Deputy Hoyos. They documented 
their actions and findings on Supplemental Reports. Operation Safe Streets detectives 
conducted a walkthrough of the scene with IAB investigators and OIR Attorney Julie 
Ruhlin. Sergeant Carrizosa directed Sheriff's crime lab personnel to photograph and 
document the scene.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


Weather was clear. A single porch light illuminated the car-port area. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 


Deputy Hoyos, 4B vas interviewed on December 8, 2011 at 1330 hours by 
Sergeants Slade Carrizosa and Frederick Reynoids. The interview was conducted at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau office in the City of Commerce. The following is a summary 
of the interview, which was digitally recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Hoyos is assigned to Compton Station and was working overtime at Industry 
Station on early mornings as unit 144F2 at the time of the shooting. Deputy Hoyos 
estimated he had worked overtime at Industry Station five times. 


Deputy Hoyos was a one-man unit driving south on La Seda Road just north of Pacato 
Street. Deputy Hoyos saw what appeared to be a male Hispanic (suspect) walking 
south on the east sidewalk of La Seda Road just north of Pacato Street. Deputy Hoyos’ 
attention was drawn to the suspect due to his suspicious behavior of looking into parked 
cars. Deputy Hoyos saw the male was carrying a large gray bag which appeared full of 
unknown items. Because of the time of night and the suspect's behavior, Deputy Hoyos 
believed the male was possibly breaking into vehicles in the area. Deputy Hoyos 
stopped his patrol car and contacted the suspect who was now just south of Pacato 
Street on the east sidewalk of La Seda Road. 


IAB Note: During his interview Deputy Hoyos was shown a group of 
photos which were labeled A through E the photos are included with 
case as Exhibit D. 


Deputy Hoyos marked Photo B indicating the approximate place where he stopped his 
patrol car with an “X and P.” He marked the suspect's location with an “X and S.” As 
Deputy Hoyos was stepping out of his patrol car he asked the suspect if he was on 
probation or parole. The suspect answered him saying he was on probation. Deputy 
Hoyos asked the suspect to step over to his patrol car. The suspect started to walk 
toward Deputy Hoyos. The suspect took a few steps tumed and ran south on La Seda 
Road on the east sidewalk. 


Deputy Hoyos believed he yelled for the suspect to stop and got back into his patrol car, 
following the suspect in his patro! car. Deputy Hoyos followed the suspect in his patrol 
without activating his lighis or siren. Deputy Hoyos parelleled the suspect in his patrol 
car being mindful to stay behind the suspect not knowing if the suspect was armed. 
While following the suspect Deputy Hoyos yelled out his open driver's window for him to 
stop running. Deputy Hoyos could see the suspect throwing DVD’s and a cell phone to 
the ground as he ran south on La Seda behind the parked vehicles. 
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Deputy Hoyos said he did not put out radio traffic initially, because he did not want to 
distract his attention from the suspect in case he was armed with a weapon. Deputy 
Hoyos explained, while following the suspect in his patrol car he drove with his left hand 
keeping his right hand free in case he had to draw his weapon, always being aware the 
suspect may be armed. 


Deputy Hoyos followed the suspect into the mobile home park located aia Seda 
Road. Deputy Hoyos said he did not know his exact location until he saw the numbers 
on the wall as he turned into the mobile home park. The suspect continued to run east 
in the mobile home park on “A” Street, as he approached “C” Street, he slowed to a 
walk. When the suspect reached the north east corner of “A” and “C” Street, he threw 
the bags he was carrying to the ground. Deputy Hoyos heard the suspect let out a sigh 
of exhaustion, placing his hands on his knees facing north east, concealing the right 
side of his body from Deputy Hoyos. The entire time Deputy Hoyos was following the 
suspect in his vehicle, he continued yelling commands at the suspect to stop running. 


IAB Note: Deputy Hoyos indicated on photo A of Exhibit D the 
approximate position of his patrol car, the suspect and the bags the 
suspect dropped. 


Deputy Hoyos stopped his patrol car, opened his driver's door positioning himself in the 
“V” of his patrol car door jamb, approximately 10-20 feet away from the suspect. 

Holding the suspect at gunpoint Deputy Hoyos immediately gave the suspect 
commands to get on the ground. The suspect started to comply with Deputy Hoyos’ 
commands going down to his knees with his right hand on the ground in front of him and 
his left hand on his waistband. 


Deputy Hoyos put out radio traffic via his hand held radio, requesting assistance 
regarding detaining a burglary suspect, initially advising assisting units his location to be 
605 La Seda. 


1AB Note: A copy of Deputy Hoyos radio traffic is included with the 
case as Exhibit E. 


While Deputy Hoyos was putting out radio traffic and giving commands to the suspect, 
the suspect was locking back at Deputy Hoyos. Deputy Hoyos ordered the suspect 
approximately eight times to stay on the ground. Before assisting units could arrive the 
suspect stood to his feet, running southeast with his left hand still in his waistband area. 
The suspect entered a nearby carport (i. Deputy Hoyos advised assisting units via 
his radio of the fleeing suspect, giving a brief description of the suspect and direction of 
travel. 
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In order to maintain a visual of the suspect and to better advise assisting units of his 
direction of travel and to set up a containment, Deputy Hoyos followed the suspect to 
the entrance of the carport. At the entrance of the carport, Deputy Hoyos could see the 
suspect at the rear of a white vehicle, which was parked in the carport. Deputy Hoyos 
said the suspect slowed, making his way between the vehicle and the stairs continuing 
south. Deputy Hoyos continued yelling commands for the suspect to stop. Deputy 
Hoyos moved halfway into the carport toward the rear of the white vehicle to afford him 
better caver, while the suspect continued south. 


IAB Note: On photo D of Exhibit D, Deputy Hoyos indicated his 
location with a red X. 


As Deputy Hoyos moved to the rear of the white vehicle, he saw the suspect turn to his 
left toward Deputy Hoyos. When the suspect turned toward Deputy Hoyos, Deputy 
Hoyos saw the suspect was hoiding a small black handgun with both hands at his navel 
area pointed at Deputy Hoyos. Fearing for his life, Deputy Hoyos fired one round at the 
suspect. Deputy Hoyos started backing out of the carport as he advised via his radio 
that he was involved in a shooting. Deputy Hoyos started to set up a containment, 
advising assisting units of the suspect's description and direction of travel. As assisting 
units started to arrive, Deputy Hoyos returned to his patrol car moving it to his 
containment spot, the front of space for better cover. 


IAB Note: Upon IAB investigator's arrival Deputy Hoyos’ patrol car 
had been moved from the crime scene. | (Sgt. Carrizosa) asked 
Deputy Hoyos to move his patrol car back to where it was located 
when he first detained the suspect in the mobile home park for crime 
scene photos. 


With the assistance of Industry Station personnel, a containment was set up and canine 
and aero were requested. The suspect was found inside the containment by Sheriff's 
canine and Deputy Hoyos responded and identified Suspect Marer as the person who 
had fled from him pointing a handgun at him. 


Deputy Hoyos was shown a crime scene photo, exhibit D photo E, of the replica firearm 
found at space [lll Deputy Hoyos said the firearm was consistent with the firearm he 
saw the suspect point at him.

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WITNESS STATEMENT: 


Witness EEE was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants 

Slade Carrizosa and Fredrick Reynolds on the night of the shooting, November 27, 
2011, at 0427 hours. Witness was interviewed inside his home, fa Seda 
Road Space Æ The following is a summary of his interview which was digitally 
recorded and transcribed. 


Witness ii was watching television with hisen his attention was drawn to the 
street in front of his home. Witness iia ked to the northwest most window of his 
home and saw a deputy holding a person at gunpoint. He told his 
to go back to the bedroom. He saw the “police officer” holding a male at gunpoint over 
by the pool area. The police officer was yelling for the male to stay on the ground “don’t 
get up.” Witness [said the police officer even said “please” when giving the male 
the orders. The male did not obey his commands, stood up and ran toward Witness 
lhome. 


Witness described the male as running with his ieft arm swinging, but holding his 
right hand at his waist area. The male ran into Witness [carport out of view. 
Witness heard the shooting in his carport but could not see anything. 


Witnesslfsaid he could not see anything in the suspect's hands when he fled from 
the deputy. Witness fl estimated the distance from his window to where the deputy 
was detaining the suspect to be forty to fifty feet.

Witness iiias also interviewed by OSS Detective Groenow the night of the 
shooting. Detective Groenow completed a supplemental report detailing Witness 
Hiiistatement. A copy of Detective Groenow supplemental report is included with this 
case as exhibit F. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENT: 


Suspect Marer was interviewed by oss EEE anc Groenow on November 
27, 2011, at approximately 0535 hours. The interview tock place at Industry Station 
inside interview room #1. Suspect Marer was read his constitutional rights, which he 
waived and agreed to talk to the detectives. [wrote a detailed 
supplemental report documenting his interview of Suspect Marer. The following is a 
summary ee 


IAB Note: A copy of EEE up piemental report is included 
with this case as Exhibit F. 


Suspect Marer was walking to a friend's (EE house, who lives ata Seda 
Road on “C" Street. Suspect Marer did not know the space number. He was walking 
south on the east sidewalk when the deputy stopped next to him in his patrol car. The 
deputy asked him if he was on probation or parole. Suspect Marer told the deputy he 
was on probation. The deputy told him to walk toward his patrol car. Suspect Marer 
started to walk toward the patrol car and turned and ran south on La Seda. Suspect 
Marer said he ran because he knew he had a warrant for his arrest and did not want to 
go to jail. Suspect Marer said as he ran, personal property fell from two bags he was 
holding. 


Suspect Marer ran into the mobile home park atiii] La Seda Road. Suspect Marer 
said he was holding his I-Pod in his right hand, a bag over his shoulder, and a green 
bag in his left hand. He ran south on A Street toward the swimming pool. When he 
turned onto C Street he tripped and fell to the ground in front of the mail boxes at the 
corner of A and C Streets. The fall caused him to drop his property when he fell. 
Suspect Marer heard the deputy tell him several times to stay on the ground. He could 
see the deputy talking on his radic. Suspect Marer ignored the deputy’s orders and 
grabbed his I-Pod with his right hand and his green nylon bag with his left hand. 
Suspect Marer stood to his feet and ran east and then south into the carport of space 


Suspect Marer could hear the deputy yelling, “stop or l'Il shoot.” Suspect Marer 
continued to run to the end of the carport and turned east and ran behind the trailer. 
When he was at the southeast corner of space he heard a single gunshot. Suspect 
Marer said he did not know what the deputy was shooting at, because he did not see 
him shoot. Suspect Marer did say the deputy was standing in the rear of the trailer near 
the shed facing east when he fired his gun. 


IAB Note: Deputy Hoyos’ expended 9mm cartridge case along with 


the bullet hole in the shed contradicts Suspect Marer’s account of 
where the shooting occurred. 
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Suspect Marer said he jumped the east fence into the adjacent property, then jumped 
the south fence and ran out to B Street. Suspect Marer said he ran to a trailer on B 
Street and hid under some tables where the canine found him. 


IAB Note: Suspect Marer’s statement that he ran east on “B” Street 

to the trailer where he hid on B Street contradicts, a citizens 
istatement to Deputy Rodriguez. For 

statement see Deputy Rodriguez’ supplemental report included with 

this case as Exhibit F. 


Suspect Marer said when he was running from the deputy, he was carrying his l-Pod in 
his right hand. Suspect Marer denied having a real or a toy handgun. Suspect Marer 
said the l-Pod he was carrying could have been mistaken as a handgun, because it was 
dark. He admitted knowing the person he was running from was a deputy and he heard 
the deputy order him to stop running and to lie on the ground. Suspect Marer said he 
refused to comply because he had a warrant and did not want to go to jail. 


VIDEO SURVEILLANCE: 


i-cover the mobile home park had video surveillance at the entrance 
of the parx. He directed Detective Skahill to contact the| to 
view and obtain a copy of the video surveillance from the night and time of the incident. 
I viewed the video and saw it was extremely poor in quality. The park has eight 
cameras, only four of which are recorded at one time. The cameras are monitored and 
recorded on one monitor. The cameras recorded on the screen are labeled C-1 through 
C-4. The camera labeled C-1 is the only outside camera recording the night of the 
incident. Camera C-1 is mounted on the club house facing west toward the mobile 
home park entrance on La Seda Road. 


IAB Note: The video surveillance has atime at the upper left hand 
side of the screen. The time is approximately 62 minutes fast. 


The footage captured is very poor quality; however, you can see occasional car 
headlights drive through the picture. At 12:29A, on the video you can see what appears 
to be a patrol car enter the park from the north off of La Seda Road. This would be 
consistent with the direction and time Deputy Hoyos’ would have entered the park. [ 
could not see the suspect run into the park on the video. At 12:32A you can see the 
first additional patrol units start to arrive. For a complete copy of Detective Skahill’s 
supplemental report see Exhibit F. 


IAB Note: | obtained the VHS tape from evidence. | had the tape 
copied to a compact disc (CD) starting from 9:56PM on November 26, 
2011, till daylight November 27, 2011. The CD is included with this 
case as Exhibit G. 
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
